Russia Set to Bar 
Weapons Spread 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Soviet Union has told the United 
States it wants to join in pre­ 
senting a treaty aimed at curb­ 
ing the spread of nuclear weap­ 
ons. 
U.S. disarmament chief Wil­ 
liam C. Foster gave out this 
word at the White House Fri­ 
day-then arranged to return at 
once to the 17-nation Geneva 
Disarmament 
Conference 
to 
wrap up final details with his 
Soviet counterpart, Alexei Ros- 
chin. 
“We are in the processes of a 
final solution of the problem,” 
Foster told newsmen after call­ 
ing on President Johnson. 
The sudden word from the 
Kremlin that it is ready to join 


in proposing a draft pact marks' 
a major step forward in long ne­ 
gotiations—but there still is a 
long way to go before a treaty 
comes into force. 
Assuming the two nuclear su­ 
perpowers speedily agree on fi­ 
nal treaty language, it remains 
to be seen whether the atomic 
have-not nations will join. There 
has been mounting pressure in 
some against permanently ren­ 
ouncing future national rights to 
an atomic arsenal.

Thus the plan is to present a 
joint draft at Geneva with ‘he 
safeguards provisions left blank. 
The idea is to let the other Ge­ 
neva powers examine the pro­ 
posed treaty and put in final 
shape. Foster voiced hope this 
could be dorte in time for the 
U N. General Assembly session 
this fall.

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Saturday Sermon 
Wise Fools

It was close to midnight when the 
enemy bombers unleashed a barrage 
•of fury from the skies. The Germans 
were counter attacking furiously over 
Tunisia, and the American soldiers 
were digging in. 
Just as the com­ 
manding officer thought everything 
was “under control”, a jeep came 
crawling toward him through the dim 
light of enemy fire, 
The general recognized the driver 
and shouted : “Get out of that thing 
and take cover/’ 
His order went un­ 
heeded. 
The general was fuming. 
Then a 
shell exploded and the outline of the 
jeep became clearly visible. 
In the 
back lay the figures of two wounded 
American soldiers, and the general 
understood. 
He 
exclaimed: 
“That 
fool . . . that magnificent fool.” 
Sometimes the wisest course a man 
can take is the most dangerous. There 
are times when it is foolish to be timid 
and wise to be brave. 
“Magnificent 
fools” have proven to be history's lan­ 
terns of hope. 
Christopher Jones and his 102 pas­ 
sengers on board the little sailing ves­ 
sel were called courageous fools. Rut 
from the Mayflower company there 
arose a great nation and a free United 
States. 
When 100,000 settlers deserted the 
American colonies and sailed for Eng­ 
land and the West Indies, General 
Washington found only 40 percent of 
the remaining colonists sup porting 
the army. He and his men were called 
courageous fools. 
But the wisdom of 
that 40 percent resulted in freedom. 
In every area of life the wisest men 
have often been the courageous fools. 
Of course, a man can always be just 
a plain fool. Like the hired man who 
was instructed to plow a field. After 
a little he returned and complained 


to the farm er: “Look here, how can I 
hold 
this 
plow when 
there’s two 
horses pulling it away from me?” 
One reason some women are fool­ 
ish is that they are a match for men. 
When people have faith in fools it 
often means self-confidence. 
But 
even the wisest men do unwise things. 
Solomon is a symbol of wisdom, yet 
he had a thousand wives. 
And a man 
who is always saying he is no fool 
must have his suspicions. 
A man doesn’t have to choose be­ 
tween wisdom, and bravery. 
There 
are brave fools, but there are also 
brave wise men. 
When the German scientist Vir- 
chous criticized Chancellor Bismarck, 
he was immediately challenged to a 
duel. 
Bismarck's seconds found the 
scientist in his laboratory, hard at 
work at experiments to discover a 
means of destroying trichinae — a 
disease which was devastating Ger­ 
many, 
“A 
challenge from 
Prince Bis­ 
marck?” said the doctor. 
“Well, as I 
am the challenged party, I have the 
choice of weapons. 
Here they are/' 
He held up two large sausages 
which appeared to be exactly alike. 
“One of these sausages,” he said, “is 
filled with deadly trichinae. 
The 
other is perfectly good. 
You can’t 
tell them apart. 
Let his excellency 
choose one and eat it, and I will eat 
the other one/* 
No duel was fought. 
A wise fool profits by his own 
experience, but it’s a far wiser man 
who lets the rattlesnake bite the other 
fellow. 
Never be too hard on a fool — he 
may be right. 
For what men may 
criticize as folly; history may crown as 
eternal wisdom. 
Today’s magnificent fool may be 
tomorrow’s hero.

Rep. 
Wilbur 
Mills 
(D.-Ark.), 
Chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, has proposed the 
formation of a bipartisan Government 
Program Evaluation Commission, to 
be composed of twelve members to be 
selected from private life. 
Its pur­ 
pose would be to examine new and 
projected Federal programs and activ­ 
ities, as w e ll as current ones, and as­ 
sign priorities among them. 
This proposal merits widespread 
support, since the country today is in 
an unpleasant fiscal situation because 
of its earlier failure to exercise con­ 
trol over the growth of federal spend­ 
ing. 
This continuous growth of non­ 
defense spending is the heart of the 
nation’s present fiscal problems. 
After the tax reduction in 1964, 


it appeared that the rate of Federal 
spending had moderated. But in Sep­ 
tember 1965, the spending rate rose 
quickly and now, if certain contingen­ 
cies occur, the nation is faced with 
the prospect of a possible fiscal year 
1968 budget deficit of nearly $30 bil­ 
lion. the largest since World War II. 
It is time that Congress and the 
Administration undertake a program 
for stringently reducing federal ex­ 
penditures and controlling their future 
growth. 
Taxpayers, who bear the 
cost of government and to whom the 
govern men t turns when emergencies 
arise, should insist that members of 
Congress favor such a proposal as 
the Government Program Evaluation 
Commission.

PARIS — A new Soviet-Amer­ 
ican diplomatic move to seek a 
break in the Middle East dead­ 
lock was foreseen in Western 
diplomatic circles, 
Diplomatic advices from Mos­ 
cow and New York indicated 
Russia wishes to join again with 
the United States in an effort 
to obtain a United Nations reso­ 
lution calling on the Arabs to 
end their state of belligerency 
with Israel in return for with­ 
drawal of Israeli forces from 
occupied Arab territory. 
The Soviets are said to be 
willing to cooperate with the 
U.S. in drafting a resolution for 
submission to the UN Security 
Council which would be similar 
to one on which they reached 
an agreement in principle a 
fortnight ago and which was to 
be submitted to the UN general 
assembly. 
It 
was 
abandoned 
because some Arab countries, 
led by Algeria, strongly object­ 
ed to it. 
Russia did not wish to risk a 
debate in the General Assembly 
in the face of Arab opposition. 


Since Arab extremists are not 
represented 
in. 
the 
Security 
Council, the Soviets apparently 
believe it will be possible to get 
approval by that body of a reso­ 
lution on which Russia and the 
U.S. have agreed in principle. 
The 
Soviets 
are 
reportedly 
prepared to support a resolution 
which would be even more pro- 
Israelian 
than 
the 
resolution 
which was sponsored 
in the 
General 
Assembly 
by 
Lat in- 
American countries, and which 
Russia voted against. 
Moscow^, according to diplo­ 
matic reports, is now willing to 
support a Security Council reso­ 
lution which, while calling for 
withdrawal 
of 
Israeli 
forces 
from all Arab territory occupied 
during the recent six-day war, 
would also proclaim the right of 
every nation in the Middle East 
to “live in peace and security.” 
The Soviets also are said to 
be willing to have the Security 
Council resolution call for an 
end to the state of belligerency 
between the Arab countries and 
Is-ael, and to urge both sides to 


renounce all acts “incompatible 
with the maintenance of peace.” 
The purpose of the later admon­ 
ition would be to deter the 
Arabs from launching guerrilla 
warfare against Israel. 
Algeria’s fanatical revolution­ 
ary leader, Col. Boumedienne, 
is advocating guerrilla warfare, 
and the Soviets are known to 
fear this could precipitate an­ 
other Middle 
East explosion, 
since Israel is likely to retali­ 
ate against any of her Arab 
neighbors from which guerrilla 
attacks were launched. 
Russia’s willingness to cooper­ 
ate diplomatically with the U.S. 
in seeking some UN action to 
try to break the deadlock is be­ 
lieved to be prompted primar­ 
ily by a desire to get the Suez 
Canal re-opened.

$4281 every second of every day to use up the 
administration’s proposed budget of $135 bil­ 
lion. This com.es out to $15.4 
million every hour or $370 
million every day.

every day is no easy task but 
Peter R. Greenfingers, chief 
spender for the U.S. govern­ 
ment, is doing his best to see 
that the money will be used. 
One of the expenditures 
is $20,600 for a study of 
German 
cockroaches. 
An­ 
other is $5000 to study Brit- 
ish and French fur trade between 1770 and 
1820.The Mercury contacted Mr, Greenfingers 
in his Washington office.^ 
“Mr. Greenfingers is it true that the U.S. 
is planning to spend $20,600 to study German 
cockroaches ?” 
“Certainly. 
It’s a wise investment!” 
“Mr. Greenfingers suppose an American 
offered to study American cockroaches say 
for $10,600 would you consider it/’ 
“No sir. The study must be limited to Ger­ 
man cockroaches. 
“W hy?” 
“They’re aggressive. More warlike, more 
proud and much more ambitious.” 
“They are?” 
“Certainly. 
They want to become the 
supreme cockroaches of the world.” 
“T hat’s a noble ambition?” 
“They’re an noble cockroach.” 


FUR TRADER 
“Forget about the German cockroaches. Mr. 
Greenfingers, could you tell me why it is now 
necessary to study the fur trade between the

During 1770 and 
1820 there was no money available to study 
the fur trade between these two great n a­ 
tions. Now we can get the funds so we’ll 
proceed with the study.” 
“Just what will the study prove or show?” 
“It will show what occurred,in the fur 
trade between France and the British be­ 
tween 1770 and 1820.” 
“Why do you feel if is important to know 
about this fur business?” 
“Suppose, for a minute, someone asked the 
United States for some facts about the trade 
of furs in those years between Britian and 
France and we didn’t know the answer.

RECALLING last week's les­ 
son, you will remember that 
Paul met no persecution during 
his short ministry in Athena. 
Instead, he w as invited, to ad­ 
dress the city’s leading philo­ 
sophers from the Areopagus. An 
intellectual himself, Paul ap­ 
pealed to them on the grounds 
of inteUectualism. 'The people 
listened politely, but his words 
m ade little or no impression. He 
was dismissed with the promise 
that they wished to hear him 
again . . . sometime. 
B u t Paul, did not w ait. B itter­ 
ly disappointed .and discouraged 
w ith his failure, Paul left Ath­ 
ens for Corinth, 
some fifty 
m iles away. 
H e arrived, according to his 
la te r letter to th a t church, deep­ 
ly depressed and physically ill. 
Providentially, his path crossed 
that of Aquilla and his wife, 
Priscilla, who had been among 
th e Jew s recently expelled, from. 
Rome by order of the emperor, 
Claudius. 
In them Paul found the tonic 
he needed, for they had much 
in common. They w ere Jewish, 
Christian,, had traveled exten­ 
sively, and Aquilla wras a tent- 
maker by profession, as was 
Paul. In their home and shop 
P aul found,the relaxation .and 
spiritual rejuvenation he needed 
to continue his missionary work. 
A s his health and spirits im­ 
proved, Paul resumed preaching 
in the synagogue on the Sab­ 
bath and was. again, successful. 
Silas, 
and 
Tim othy 
arrived, 
bringing 
financial 
help, 
and 
Paul was able to devote all his 
time to preaching. 
Inevitably, 
h I s 
preaching 
roused opposition from some of 
the Jew s and Paul shook out 
his garments — symbolizing he 
was shaking himself free of all 
responsibility for them — and 
declared his Intention of w ork­ 
in g only am ong th e Corinthian 
Gentiles thenceforth. 
Paul carried on his work from 
the home of Justus, and the 
fa c t 'that the house adjoined, the 
synagogue provided an addi­ 
tional irritant, but it could not 
be helped. But when Crispus, 
described as the “chief ruler of 
th e synagogue,” w as converted 
and baptized, to e .Jews were 
angered further. 
Paul, encouraged by a reas­ 


suring vision from toe 'Lord, re­ 
mained in Corinth another year 
and a half. Then an insurrec­ 
tion broke out against him and 
he w as brought before G alio, 
Roman pro-counsul of Achala, 
charged w ith persuading men 
to w orship God contrary to the 
law. 
Gallio ruled th a t toe Christian 
Gospel shared the sam e protec­ 
tion which Roman law extended 
to th e Jew ish religion and dis­ 
missed the charges. 
D espite such troublous times, 
Paul lingered in Corinth for a 
time. Then he, Aquilla and. P ris­ 
cilla sailed to Syria. The boat 
was, undoubtedly, headed for 
C aesarea and stopped a t Ehp- 
esus en route, probably to take 
on m ore passengers and allow 
those aboard to spend th e Sab­ 
bath in the synagogue there. 
N aturally, Paul w ent into the 
synagogue, not as a listener but 
as a m inister. He preached a 
serm on and, apparently, w hat 
he said fell upon w aiting ears. 
The Ephesians wanted m ore and 
were unwilling th at P aul should 
leave so soon. They asked him 
to remain.,, but he would, not, 
giving toe necessity of keeping 
a feast in Jerusalem as his rea­ 
son fo r leaving. But he prom ­ 
ised he would return w hen his 
duties in. Jerusalem, w ere com­ 
pleted, and, in the m eantim e, 
left the Ephesian C hristians in 
the care of Aquilla and P ris­ 
cilla. 
P aul's visit to Jerusalem was 
brief and he w as soon, on his 
way to Antioch. A fter a short 
stay there, he set out on his 
third m issionary journey, visit­ 
ing the churches he had found­ 
ed previously in G alatia and, 
Phrygia. 
Luke interrupts his account 
of P aul’s travels w ith a thum b­ 
nail sketch of Apollos, an Alex­ 
andrian who had arrived 
in 
Ephesus in Paul's absence and. 
was preaching the Gospel in the 
synagogue. 
Recognizing Apollos as a m an 
of w orth and talent, but defici­ 
ent In his knowledge of the 
C hristian faith he w as preach­ 
ing, A quilla and Priscilla took 
him into th eir home and taught 
him m ore completely. 
So effective were they that 
Apollos moved, on to A chala and 
became a m ost effective w itness 
to the Gospel.
